DR. H. C. CAMERON’S ADDRESS 


Dr. Cameron began with a word of welcome to his 
audience. When he himself first qualified two admirable 
pieces of advice were given him. One of these was to 
join a medical defence organization, and the other was 
to join the British Medical Association. The Association 
specially welcomed young men and women, and in what- 
ever area they settled down they would find a local 
organization of the Association, consisting of members 
engaged in different types of practices, but united in social 
intercourse, and in a desire for the betterment of the 
Profession in general. 

Proceeding to his subject, Dr. Cameron said that in 
this country the care of the child was in the hands of the 
general practitioner. Specialists in diseases of children 
were few in number and served mainly as consultants. 
__——} In the United States, Canada, and in most parts of the 
Continent, the care of the child was in the hands of 


into general practice with a knowledge of the sick child 
which was almost negligible. Such lack of knowledge 
could not fail to handicap a man in most general practices ; 
for it was in children’s disorders that medicine, both pre- 
ventive and therapeutic, found its highest measure of 
success. All medicine might be logically divided into two 
parts. The first was that which endeavoured in every 
way to promote the rise of the organism, to achieve a 
high standard of physique, to develop nervous control, 
and to build up resistance to infection ; it was concerned 
with the study of growth, development, inheritance, diet, 
hygiene, and the acute infective disorders of the young. 
The second was that which erideavoured to delay the fall, 
and was concerned for the most part with staying the 
disorders of decline and decay. There could be no doubt 
in which group medical intervention appeared most suc- 
cessful. The psychiatrist, for example, might record a 
percentage of success among children two or three times 
as great as that which could be achieved among adults, 
and the general practitioner who was skilled in work with 
children might feel there a sense of power and satisfaction 
rarely experienced in his work with adults. 


Paediatrics in General Practice 
It was not easy for the student, with an overcrowded 
curriculum, to find time to acquire the knowledge of 
paediatrics which should be part of his equipment for 
[ 1386) 
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gencral practice ; and, indeed the work was neither easy 
to learn nor easy to teach. No doubt a case of pyloric 
stenosis or infantile scurvy made good material for a 
clinical demonstration, but the classical disorders of in- 
fancy occurred but rarely in practice. The diseases of 
children were few, but there were many children in poor 
health. Doctors often commented on the contrast between 
the problems found in the wards and those which they 
were called upon to deal with in the home. One of the 
explanations was the different reaction of the child in the 
two environments. Often enough the symptoms of illness 
so formidable at home-—restlessness, vomiting, coughing, 
refusal of food, pain apparently of the greatest severity— 
disappeared as if by magic after admission to the ward. 
The reason was that the child’s mother—immeasurably 
the strongest influence in his life—had been left at home. 
This dependence of the conduct of the child, and even 
the symptoms of the disorder, upon the personality of the 
mother was apparent even with the youngest child. His 
conduct reminded one of that of the insane. It was with 
those they loved and with those with whom they were at 
ease that their conduct became violent and unreasonable. 
Placed, in the one case in a hospital, institution, or 
school, and in the other in an asylum, the patient might 
show little evidence of all the disturbance that was so 
formidable at home. In hospital much might be learned 
about the diseases of children, not so much about the 
children themselves. True, in the out-patient department 
the constant interplay between mother and child might be 
seen. One mother would bring her child naturally and 
quietly to the ordeal of examination, while another would 
make matters more difficult by her every intervention. 
To enter the room clasping the child to her bosom in 
a thoroughly protective manner, murmuring reassurances 
that the doctor would not hurt, was asking for trouble. 


The Maternal Factor 

One quality which went to the making of a successful 
mother was a certain degree of self-confidence, and yet 
very naturally when children were ill, and the parents 
were beset by anxiety for them, any self-confidence was 
apt to disappear. Doctors spoke among themselves, not 
always with proper sympathy or understanding, of nervous 
or fussy mothers. No doubt maternal anxiety often took 
wrong forms, and led to harmful results to the child, yet 
an increased sense of fear, a greater awareness of danger, 
a heightened reflex excitability, were part of motherhood 
in almost all things created. In the mind of every mother 
were two contending emotions—pride and fear. Doctors 
who could often only influence the child indirectly through 
the mother must endeavour to hold the balance between 
these conflicting forces. A too great apprehensiveness, if 
it was a safeguard against overlooking the serious, had 
the drawback that it might exaggerate the trivial into a 
real misfortune. Almost all children, at times, might be 
wakeful, refuse food, or show unreasoning fears, but 
these things, on the one hand, were transitory and of no 
importance, or, on the other, were capable of developing 
into formidable disturbances, according as they were dealt 
with lightly and with understanding or were kept in the 
foreground of the child’s thoughts by the agitation and 
unconcealed distress they caused to parents and nurses. 
Less commonly nowadays the opposite fault was met 
with in a parent—that of too great self-confidence and 
dangerous self-reliance. 


Dr. Cameron read a paragraph from an evening paper, 
headed ‘‘ Is mother the best doctor? ”’ 


‘““T don’t know what the future race will be like if 
children have to be doctored as they are in these days. 
Mothers ought to be able to attend their children’s ailments.’’ 
So said Judge Crawford at Ilford, when eighty L.C.C. 
housing tenants, who were in arrears with rent, pleaded that 


it was due either to the illness of their children or to un. 
employment. “TI hear nothing but the same thing on every 
side,’’ Judge Crawford remarked. To a mother the judge 
said, “‘ Half the trouble you people seem to be in is illness of 
the children and doctors’ bills. When I was young, mothers 
doctored the children.”’ 

In the same paragraph it was recorded that, on the 
other hand, Mr. Douglas Cowburn, the South London 
coroner, had censured a mother for taking a child out 
of hospital when it was suffering from bronchial pney. 
monia, and asked how it was possible for her to do better 
for the child than the doctors. Judges and coroners, who 
had to give verdicts, were never in any manner of doubt 
as to their decision, although the verdict in one cour 
was apt to be reversed in another. 

Many influences were at work to increase the evils which 
arose from over-anxiety, despite the fact that the advance 
of preventive medicine and therapeutics had robbed many 
diseases, which formerly took a great toll of child life, of 
most of their terrors. The mother of to-day was no 
longer altogether ignorant of the nature of disease. |]. 
omened words, such as appendicitis and mastoid,” 
were used at tea-table conversations, and recurred to vex 
the mother in the watches of the night. Doctors them. 
selves were the most anxious of parents; they knew too 
much and feared too much. 


Popular Information about Disease 

Most of our newspapers were in all respects American- 
ized, except that, mercifully, as Dr. Cameron thought, 
they still experienced some difficulty in inducing members 
of the medical profession to contribute chatty articles on 
disease. In America he was told that the daily article 
on some popular disease of the moment was regarded as 
essential. When he watched a distinguished American 
paediatrician at work in his practice, it was interesting 
to note that the first two mothers to whom he gave advice 
had brought their children to him to be satisfied that 
they were not suffering from a distressing disorder on 
which he had written cogently the week before in the 
press ! 

‘‘Tt is the doctor’s task more often than not,’ said 
Dr. Cameron in conclusion, “‘ so far as is possible, to 
encourage and support the mother ; not to sap her self- 
confidence, but rather to develop and strengthen it. If 
the child, for example, is a notable refuser of food, it 
is not difficult, as a rule, to show the mother that if she 
has failed in this one particular point, because of the 
distress and anxiety it has caused her, in many other 
ways she has been conspicuously successful. The mother 
of such a child is not likely to be careless or ineffective. 
The existence of the trouble itself is testimony to her 
powers to influence the child. To argue, because we 
meet very often in the home with troubles which originate 
in parental anxiety, that all parental influences are harn- 
ful, and that institutional control should be substituted 
widely for parental control, so far as young children are 
concerned, is manifestly wrong. The soil even of a good 
institution, for a young child, is barren soil, and apt to 
develop little character and individuality. 

“It is this dependence of the child on the influences 
of his home that makes practice among children 9 
different from our experience in hospital, and it is our 
power to control those influences which enables us to 
succeed, or accounts often for our failure. It is a power 
that will come gradually to you. Your power to contra 
organic disease increases only with the growth of know 
ledge itself, but your power to help a mother, and through 
her the child, grows with your own growth in under- 
standing, sympathy, and the ability to explain and to 
convince. I may seem to have spent a great deal of 
time on matters intangible, but let me beg you, as 4 
piece of practical advice, in all your work to be vey 
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careful not to arouse, more than is necessary, the easily 
aroused fears of women and little children.”’ 


Vote of Thanks 

Mr. R. C. Aset, who proposed a vote of thanks to 
Dr. Cameron, remarked that the subject was of special 
interest to him because he had been a schoolmaster for 
a few years before embracing what he considered an even 
nobler profession, but he confessed that his knowledge of 
the child in hospital was limited, and his experience of the 
child in the home was practically nil. The study of the 
child, however, was very fascinating, and incidentally it 
was a road to reputation and popularity for the practi- 
tioner. Not long ago, in Wales, he heard two ladies 
gossiping in the railway carriage about the village doctor. 
Both agreed that he had treated the squire’s fractured 
femur with disastrous results, and had other shortcomings, 
but he was a ‘‘ dear ’’ with the children! The resolution 
was seconded by Mr. CLarke (St. Bartholomew’s), who 
was grateful that Dr. Cameron had given the true per- 
spective ; that this was not merely a question of added 
reputation for the practitioner, but an opportunity of 
cervice by him for the country. 

Mr. HowarpD STRATFORD, in endorsing the vote of 
thanks, said that Dr. Cameron’s homely precepts had 
recalled Dr. Johnson, ‘‘ Pause awhile from letters to be 
wise.”’ He thought he was right in saying that this 
reception was almost the only occasion on which students 
from all the hospitals met together in one hall, except, of 
course, at their examinations. He hoped that when they 
met at their final examination it would be as pleasant 
an afternoon as the one they had just spent.

CURRENT NOTES 


Prizes for Essays by Senior Students and Newly Qualified 
Practitioners | 

Some years ago the British Medical Association instituted 
competitions for prizes for essays by final-year students on 
medical subjects to be arranged by the Association. As 
regards the last two years, the Association has extended 
the scope of the competitions to include newly qualified 
practitioners—namely, within one year of passing the final 
examination. The subject for 1930-31 has_ been: 
“Describe and discuss cases illustrating the modern 
methods of the diagnosis of early pulmonary tuberculosis.”’ 
For the purposes of the competitions the medical schools 
were grouped as follows: 

Group 1.—Guy’s Hospital ; London Hospital ; St. Bartholo- 
mew’s ; St. Thomas’s Hospital. 

Group 2.—Charing Cross Hospital; King’s College Hospital ; 
Middlesex Hospital ; Royal Free Hospital (London School of 
Medicine for Women) ; St. George’s Hospital ; St. Mary’s 
Hospital ; University College Hospital ; Westminster Hospital. 

Group 3.—University of Birmingham; University of 
Bristol ; University of Durham ; University of Leeds ; Uni- 
versity of Liverpool ; Victoria University of Manchester ; 
University of Sheffield ; Welsh National School of Medicine. 

Group 4.—University of Aberdeen ; School of Medicine of 
the Royal Colleges, Edinburgh ; University of Edinburgh ; 
Anderson College of Medicine, Glasgow ; Queen Margaret 
College (School of Medicine for Women), Glasgow ; St. 
Mungo’s College, Glasgow ; University of Glasgow; University 
of St. Andrews. 

Group 5.—Qucen’s University, Belfast ; University of 
Dublin (Trinity College) ; National University of Ireland 
(University College, Cork ; University College, Dublin ; Uni- 
versity College, Galway); Royal College of Surgeons in 
Ireland (Schools of Surgery). 


Group 6.—The medical schools of the Empire, other than 
those of the British Isles. 


The essays have been examined, on behalf of the Council 
of the Association, by Professor T. K. Monro of Glasgow, 
Professor G. R. Murray of Manchester, Sir Humphry 
Rolleston of Cambridge, and Dr. R. A. Young of London. 
As a result of the marks awarded by the respective 
examiners, prizes—namely, a certificate signed by the 
President of the Association and a cheque for £25 in each 
case—have been awarded: Group 1, Mr. Harold Bloom, 
Guy’s Hospital Medical School ; Group 2, Mr. R. C. Abel, 
University College Hospital Medical School ; Group 3, 
Mr. J. L. Burn, University of Durham ; and Group 6, 
Mr. E. R. G. Shiel, University of Melbourne. Two of 
the competitors in Group 5 tied for first place with even 
marks—namely, Mr. W. B. Davis and Mr. G. A. W. 
Neill, both of Queen’s University, Belfast. By direction 
of the Council each of these two competitors is receiving 
a certificate, as above, and the money part of the prize is 
being shared equally between them. The prizes are being 
presented to the successful competitors at the next meetings 
of welcome given to senior students or newly qualified 
practitioners by the Divisions and Branches containing 
their medical schools. 


Middlemore Prize, 1932 

The Middlemore Prize consists of a cheque for £50 
and a certificate, and was founded by the late Richard 
Middlemore, F.R.C.S., of Birmingham, to be awarded 
for the best essay or work on any subject which 
the Council of the British Medical Association may from 
time to time select in any department of ophthalmic 
medicine or surgery. The Council is prepared to consider 
an award of the prize in the year 1932 to the author of 
the best essay on the following subject: ‘‘ Sympathetic 
ophthalmia before and after 1914.’’ Essays submitted 
in competition must reach the Medical Secretary, B.M.A. 
House, Tavistock Square, W.C.1, not later than December 
3ist, 1931. Each essay must be signed with a motto 
and accompanied by a sealed envelope, marked on the 
outside with the motto, and containing the name and 
address of the author. In the event of no essay being of 
sufficient merit, the prize will not be awarded in 1932.

HERTFORDSHIRE BRANCH: BaRNeET Division 
A meeting of the Barnet Division, preceded by a dinner, was 
held on February 10th at Hadley Wood Golf Club. 

Mr. G. T. MULLALLY gave a most instructive lecture on 
septic hands, which was illustrated by a cinematograph film 
lent by Messrs. Kodak, Ltd. Both the film and the lecturer 
stressed the importance of early and extended incision, which’ 
must be prolonged above and through the next interphalangeal 
fold. They explained the technique of the various incisions 
required for different infective processes, and in the treat- 
ment of paronychia. The early relief of tension and conse- 
quent prevention of necrosis was shown to be the object of 
trealment. 

After the three sections of the film had been exhibited 
numerous questions were asked, which brought out the general 
practitioner's point of view; many members told of their 
results, extending over twenty-five years of practice, and the 
large number of minor infections treated by a small incision 
under local anaesthesia with complete success was emphasized. 
In his reply Mr. Mullally stated that he did not advocate 
his radical treatment in all cases, but he did whenever the 
infective process involved the whole of one phalanx. Many 
other questions were also replied to. A hearty vote of thanks 
to Mr. Mullally for his lecture concluded the meeting. 


NorTH TRANSVAAL BRANCH 
The fourth annual report of the North Transvaal Branch 
shows that the interest taken by the members in the affairs 
of the Association has been maintained. The membership of 
the Branch was 130. During the year eleven general meetings 
were held, with an average attendance of 27. Six meetings 
had been devoted to the reading of papers, two to visits to 
mental and leper institutions, two were mainly clinical, while 
one meeting was entirely devoted to business. A visit to the 
Rietfontein hospitals was greatly appreciated. The Branch 
Council met on nine occasions, with an average attendance 
of 10. Four members represented the Branch on the Federal 
Council meetings held at Durban and Johannesburg. The 
report expresses general satisfaction at the way in which the 
benefit societies recognized by the Branch were functioning.

The annual 
dinner, at which the Earl of Athlone, Governor-General, was 
present as the chief guest of the evening, was very successful. 


Eastern Transvaal Division 

The annual report for 1929-30 of the Eastern Transvaal 
Division states that the annual meeting was held at Middel- 
burg on October 21st, 1929, when a paper read by Dr. Laing 
was much appreciated. At a meeting held at Wilbank_ on 
March 3rd, 1930, interesting papers were read by Dr. Grun- 
berger and Mr. Holmes, and the question of national health 
insurance was fully discussed. The membership of the 
Division is now 28. 

Pietersburg Division 

During 1930 three ordinary meetings and one extraordinary 
meeting took place, which were fairly well attended con- 
sidering the distances some members had to travel. The 
meetings were held at Pietersburg, with the exception of one 
held at Dr. Montgomery’s residence, Edlington Farm, when 
Sir Malcolm Watson delivered an address on malaria. The 
membership of the Division is now 23. The financial state- 
ment for the year showed a credit balance. ‘ 

Pretovia Division 

The annual report for 1930 records a membership of 83.

YORKSHIRE BRANCH: YORK DIVISION 
A general meeting of the York Division was held on December 
13th, 1930, when Dr. J. NEwBerRyY FERGUSSON was in the 
chair and fifteen other members were present. 

Dr. P. Macponatp presented his report on the proceedings 
of the last Annual Representative Meeting. On the proposal 
of Dr. J. N. Fercusson, seconded by Dr, G. S. HuGHEs, 
a vote of thanks was accorded to Dr. Macdonald for his 
services. Dr. Lytu, in supporting the motion, referred to the 
very able speech in which the representative had presented 
the views of the Division on the important question of the 
extension of the National Health Insurance Acts. 

The report of the Medical Liaison Subcommittee contained 
suggestions for the future of the Poor Law Infirmary. As the 
result of a conference, in which representatives of the sub- 
committee, the city council, and the York County Hospital 
took part, a small subcommittee of seven, including two repre- 
sentatives of the Medical Liaison Subcommittee, was appointed 
to consider in detail local hospital problems. The report was 
approved, and the meeting confirmed the appointment of Drs. 
G. W. Gostling and J. C. Lyth as representatives on the 
Hospital Subcommittee of the York City Council. 

Dr. P. R. McNatcut, medical officer of health, introduced 
the Ministry of Health’s circular respecting the voluntary 
notification of cancer. 

The meeting approved of the recommendation of the Execu- 
tive Committee for the inclusion of Selby, at present a part 
of the York Division, in the event of the formation of a 
separate Diviston embracing Goole, Howden, and Selby. 

Dr. H. E. K. Reynotps stated that as a member of the 
visiting committee of the York City Mental Hospital he had 
been asked to assist the committee in arriving at an estimate 
of the accommodation likely to be needed for voluntary 
patients applying for treatment under the Mental Treatment 
Act, 1930, by ascertaining the views of the local profession. 
After discussion it was decided to reply that, while the pro- 
fession was anxious to do all in its power to assist in the 
provision of treatment, it could not estimate the number of 
persons likely to apply each year.

MEDICAL BENEFIT AMENDMENT REGULATIONS, 
1931 


The Minister of Health has certified under Section 2 of the 
Rules Publication Act, 1893, that on account of urgency 
the following Provisional Regulations should come into 
force immediately : 


1. These Regulations may be cited as the National Health 
Insurance (Medical Benefit) Amendment Regulations, 1931, 
and shall be read as one with the National Health Insurance 
(Medical Benefit) Consolidated Regulations, 1928 (in these 
Regulations referred to as ‘‘ the principal Regulations ’’). 


2. The following subparagraph shall be substituted for sub- 
paragraph (b) of Article 16 (1) of the principal Regulations: 


‘* (b) the insured person has, not later than the last 
day of February, May, August, or November, in any 
year given notice to the Committee in writing of his 
desire to transfer, whereupon he will be entitled to 
transfer as from the end of March, June, September, or 
December, next following.’’ 


3. Notwithstanding anything contained in Article 2 of these 
Regulations the provisions of subparagraph (b) of Article 16 (1) 
of the principal Regulations as in force immediately before 
the date of these Regulations shall apply in the case of any 
notice given under those provisions before the first day of 
April, 1931. 


LONDON INSURANCE PRACTITIONERS AND 
‘* TEMPORARY RESIDENT VALUES 
The ‘‘ temporary resident ’’ values have been a subject for 
discussion between the London Panel Committee and the 
Distribution Committee for some time, the allegation on the 
part of the Panel Committee being that London insurance 
practitioners were disadvantaged in respect to the allowance 
made for such of their patients as were ‘‘temporary residents’’ 
elsewhere. At the last meeting of the Panel Committee on 
February 24th it was reported that as a result of the protest 
made by the committee last year an alteration of ‘* temporary 
resident ’’ values had been affected whereby London insurance 
practitioners had been saved during the past year a sum 


of approximately £5,098. The thanks of the committee were 
conveyed to Dr. R. G. Chase, the committee’s representative 
on the Distribution Committee, for his services jn this 
connexion. 


The Minister of Health received a deputation, on March §¢h 
from Welsh ministers of religion, whose object was to ype, 
the Government to admit ministers of religion to the Nationa] 
Health and Pensions Insurance schemes. Members of the 
deputation drew the Minister’s attention to the hardshj 

eften endured, and suggested that it was unreasonable to 
retuse admission to the insurance schemes on the ground of 
occupation, and that anyone whose income was below a 
definite limit should be admitted. They would welcome 
admission on either a voluntary or a compulsory basis, The 
Minister said that he recognized the strength of the case 
made to him by the deputation, and sympathized with their 
views ; but it was clear that, as the law stood, ministers of 
religion were not insurable because they were not employed 
under a contract of service. Legislation would therefore be 
necessary to bring them into insurance, and he feared that, 
in view both of the pressure on parliamentary time and of 
the financial difficulties, he could give no promise at present 
to introduce legislation. It was obvious that if any extension 
of the Health and Pensions Insurance schemes were made 
there were several classes of person, including ministers of 
religion, who would have a strong claim for inclusion, 


WITHDRAWAL OF AUTHORIZATION 

The Home Secretary gives notice that he has withdrawn from 
David Davidson Watson, M.B., Ch.B., of Queen’s Ferry, near 
Chester, the authority granted by the Regulations made under 
the Dangerous Drugs Act, 1920, to duly qualified medical 
practitioners to be in possession of and supply raw opium, 
coca leaves, and Indian hemp, and the drugs and prepara- 
tions to which Part III of the Act applies, and has also 
directed that it shall not be lawful for Dr. Watson to give 
prescriptions for the purposes -of the Dangerous Drugs 
(Consolidation) Regulations, 1928. Any person supplying 
Dr. Watson with raw opium, coca leaves, or Indian hemp, or 
any of the drugs or preparations to which Part III of the 
Act applies, and any person supplying the drugs on a prescrip- 
tion signed by him, will be committing an offence against 
the Acts.
